TORONTO, Jan. 3@—Hon. W. Ht. 
Price, attorney general of Ontario, 
discussing the arrests of members 
of four Toronto mining brokerage 
firms, today stated his department 
had seized the assets of the houses 
concerned in order to protect the 
investors doing business with the 
various companies. 


Urging the public to keep cool 
while action was being prosecuted 
against the brokerage firms, Col. 
Price expressed the hope that direc- 
tors of the Standard Stock and 
Mining Exchange of Toronto would 
suspend operations until the excite- 
ment had subsided. He declared, 
however, that he himself would take 
no action at present. 

Directors of the Standard mining 
exchange were in session throughout 
the morning discussing the arrests 
and the effect on the business of the 
exchange, but it c. .ld not be learned 
at noon whether the views of Mr. 
Price had been communicated to the 
board. Trading went on uninterrupt- 
ed, but prices showed no great change 
with the exception of a number of the 
lower priced issues, which eased off 
considerably 

Take Bank Accounts 

Seizure of the assets of the accused 
brokerage firms included bank ac- 
counts, Col. Price said. “I want to 
have the assets for the people who 
trade,” he said. 

Col. Price admitted the c! es 
against the various brokers would in- 
volve a sum running tnto millions of 
dollars. He said all charges were for 
conspiracy in “affecting the price of 
stock which involves short selling and 
bucketting.” Some of those charged 
have several companies and were 
“trading back and forth,” he said. 

In explaining the warrants against 
Harvey Mills and I. W. C. Solloway, 
Col. Price said: “We do not want to 
interfere with the cases standing in 
Alberta. They are in the same posi- 
tion as the other firms. Their books

Mr. Speaker and Members of the Legislative Assembly: 

It is my privilege and pleasure to welcome you to the Fourth Session 
of the Sixth Legislative Assembly of the Province of Alberta. 

Since you were last assembled the Province has suffered the loss of 
a pioneer and distinguished public servant by the death of the Honourable 
Robert George Brett. He served as a Member of the Legislative Assembly, 
as President of the Executive Council of the North-West Territories, and 
for many years as the Lieutenant Governor of the Province. In these as 
well as in other capacities, he made notable contributions to the public 
and general weal. His kindly personality and charm of manner won for 
him general esteem and endeared him to all our people, 

During the past year it has again been the privilege of the Province 
to entertain distinguished visitors from other parts of the Empire, notably 
the Right Honourable Winston Spencer Churchill and the Right Honour- 
able L. C. M. 8. Amery, The Convention of the Canadian Chamber of 
Commerce was an event of unusual importance, on account of the interest 
shown by the delegates in the undeveloped resources of our Province, 
and the encouragement given to the developmnt of industry by such a 
rpresentative assembly of business men from all parts of the Empire. 

While the crops in a substantial part of the Province were below 
normal, and in some parts bad, it is fitting to recall that these adverse 
conditions were not general and the average quality of the grain produced 
was high. It is indeed a source of gratification that Southern Alberta 
has practically recovered from the adverse conditions of a few years ago, 
while good crop yields were obtained in the northern and newer districts. 

The temporary recession in business and industry throughout the 
Dominion has resulted in a greater degree of unemployment this winter 
than has been experienced for some years. My Government has taken 
measures to meet the necessities of the unemployment situation and has 
entered into arrangements with various municipalities to assist in meeting 
the problem. Particulars of these arrangements will be submitted to you, 
My Government has represented to the Government of Canada that this 
problem has arisen from causes which are national and not merely 
Provincial, and has urged upon that Government the obligation to con- 
tribute to the cost of unemployment relief. 

It is gratifying to note that the past year has witnessed a renewed 
interest in the dairy and livestock branches of our agricultural industry. 
The high awards won by Alberta exhibitors at the Toronto Royal Show 
and the Chicago International Show has again enhanced the reputation 
of this Province for producing grain and livestock of the highest standards 
and quality. My Ministers have, during the past year, given much thought

As in other parts of Canada, the past year has witnessed great activity 
in the development of our mineral resources. The production of oil has 
shown a steady increase, As a result of the experimental] efforts of the 
Research Council of the University of Alberta renewed interest has been 
aroused in the possibilities of our tar sands, and as a result of conferences 
held during the past year my Government is very hopeful of increased 
activity in developing our salt deposits. The output of coal, while not 
reaching the record volume of the preceding year hes, nevertheless, been 
well maintained. A revision of The Coal Mines Act will be submitted to 
you for consideration. 

The agreement submitted to and ratified by the Legislature during its 
last Session for the sale of the Provincial Railways was duly completed. 
The first instalment of the purchase price was paid on the second day 
of July. Since that date these railways have been operated by the new 
company promoted by the Canadian Pacific and Canadian National 
Railways for that purpose. These companies have since announced their 
intention to proceed with certain extensions and my Government is confi- 
dent that these extensions will be duly completed so as to more adequately 
wen, care of the transportation requirements of the districts to be served 

y them. 

The negotiations that have been conducted for so many years with 
the Government of Canada for the return to this Province of its natural 
resources have finally resulted in the completion of an agreement between 
the Governments of Canada and the Province. This agreement wi!) be 
submitted to you for approval and ratification, and after ratification by

Answer: 

If you will take my advice, you and 
ur husband will pack up bag and 
ggage and take your baby under your 

arm and go to live somewhere as far 
away as possible from your meddling 
families. If it is impossible for you to 
move to another city, then tell your 
families to go hang, and to keep their 
hands off your affairs. 

Of ceurse, it is a pity that your hue- 
band doesn't like your people because it 
would be pleasant all around tf he did, bu 
after all it iso't a vital matter. The mar- 
fiage ceremony hasn't a word in it about 
loving and obeying your mother-in-law. but 
it has a very emphatic clause in it about 
loving and ch¢ishing and sticking until death do us part to your husband. 

So yee see that because your husband doesn't like your family doesn't 
free you from your marriage vows and give you a right to divorce him 
and take away from him the baby that he loves. Nor does it give you 
the right to do your child the deadly wrong of depriving it of the love 
and care and protection of a father whose only fault seems to be that he 
doesn't admire your people. 


Perhaps he may have reason for his dislike of them. Of course, in your 
fierce loyalty to your own family you have rushed madly to their defence 
and refused to admit that there is a single blemish on your escutcheon, but 
try to look at the situation from your husband's point of view and see if they 
have treated him fairly. Have they tried to be friends with him? Have they 
done things to antagonize him? Have they said things to him that hurt his 
pride? Haven't they advised and criticized and tried to run your home? 
And what about their trying to get you to divorce him and break up his 
home? Surely that is as great a cause of offence as could be given any man 

In family squabbles it is nearly always the in-laws who make the 
trouble, for it is only the fewest number of fathers and mothers—especi- 
ally mothers—who are broad and just enough and wise enough to realize 
that when their children marry they belong to their husbands and wives 
and not to them, and that the young people's only chance of happiness 
consists in making the best of each other and adjusting themselves to 
each other and shaping their own lives together without any advice or 
interference from their parents. 


And let me tell you, my dear child, that if you take your mother’s advice 
and leave your husband for no better reason than because he and she do not 
hit it off together, you will bitterly regret it. While mother is infuriated with 
your husband she opens her arms to you and says: “Come home, my poor 
persecuted darling, to mother, who loves you,” but if you aecept her invita- 
tion it will be another story 

Once you are back with the baby, and her anger has cooled off, she 
will begin to resent having to support you and your child, and she will 
complain about how much trouble the baby makes and how noisy it is, 
and it won't be long before you will find yourself a most unwelcome guest. 
I have seen it happen a hundred times. Families who egged a young 
wife on to get a divorce from her husband and then, when she had got 
it, begrudged her even the food she ate, and showed her that they felt 
her a burden. 


Nor cai any woman who has been martied and had her own home ever 
slip back into her old place in her family circle She has had the independ- 
ence of a ciety woman and she resents being treated like a child and hay- 
ing to be obedient and give an‘account of her every movement. She has been 
at the head of her own house and she finds it hard to sink into second place 
Moreover, the other brothers and sisters resent her return and look upon her 
as a failure.
